The Belfast Strike. 

Belfast to-day is suffering from . the 
gravest industrial conflict in its history.

MRS. ROWAN-HAMILTON, 
The death of Mrs. Rowan-Hamilton, which 
took place at her residence, Shanganagh Castle, 
Co. Dublin, on Friday night, will aa deeply 
regretied by a wide circle of relations and 
friends. The venerable lady reached her 98th 
birthday on the 30th of June last, and np to 
ber leat ilinest was in full possession of all her 
faculties, receiving and answering a large cor- 
respondence daily. Her eldest daughter was 
the wife of the first Marquis of Dufferin and 
Ava. who was Ambassador at all the great 
Kuropean Courts, Governor-General of Canada, 
aud Governor-General! of India. The splendid 
work accomplished by Lady Dufferin to 
ameliorate the condition of the native women 
of India is now part of the history of our 
indian Empire. Lord Carnock, the husband of 
Mrs. Rowan-Hamilton’s youngest daughter, 
when Sir Arthur Nicolson, was Ambassador at 
Madrid and Si.

Dr 
Robipsoa was full of information upon the 
character, life and geniis of Burns.

They 
trusted that he would be able to accomplish 
geod and useful work for the land they lived 
in, and stay a little longer and do a little more 
than his immediate predecessors. (Laughter.) 
in three vears they had had four Chief Secre- 
‘aries, some of them little else than tourists. 
No sooner had deputations laid their views be- 
fore a Chief Secretary than they had to begin 
all over’ agam. Seots hed done their part in 
fostering new industries; sometimes they had 
heen wise, sometimes otherwise. While Irish.

He did not suggest 
that Ireland was a land fowing with milk and 
honey, but it was a country of great poasi- 
bilities. Scotch and Irish worked well together 
in commerce, politics, and munieipaí matters. 
He often wished they could forget the past, 
and secure the success of great schemes of 
amelioration and projects for the development 
: if they 
eculd accomplish that, Ireland would be pro- 
sperous and Ireland would be happy. If their
